All of the proceedings of a special town immut, 
meeting held in the town of Winfield, Sank county, on =I'm 
the 14th day of February, A. D. 1865, for the purpose 
of voting bounties to volunteers, and for the support of 
the families of volunteers and drafted men, and also of 
the supervisors of said town in the disbursement ofthe 
funds raised at said meeting, are hereby declared legal 
and valid : provided, that nothing herein shall legalize or 
sanction the payment of more than two hundred dollars 
bounty to any one volunteer, or person furnishing him-
self a substitute.
